as a further Supply to Pour Majcſty, and alſo 
towards the Building aud Erecting Barracks, 
in luch convenient and neceflary parts of thts 
Kingdom, foꝛ the uſe of the Army, as to Your Ma⸗ 
jeſty ſhall ſeem moſt pꝛoper fo2 the lame; and thac 
the ſaid Keſpited Arrears of Muit-Rent, Crown- 
Rent, and Compolition-Retiit, due out of waſte

ſhew:ng unto the ſaid Court this preſent Ac, 
and making it appear by Aftidavit, and Cer- 
tificate of the Auditoz- General, that the Quit- 
Rent, Crown-Rent o: Compolition-Rent, foz 
which he is Diſtramed, Sued, oz Impleaded, 
become Due, between the Twenty fifth of March, 
One thouſand Dir hundzed Ninety tWo, and the 
Twenty fifth of March, Dae thouſand Sir hun⸗ 
d:ed Ninety five, Pucluſive, out of Houſes, oz 
Lands Returned Walte, as afo2eſaid, befoze 
mentioned, and are mentioned, and compꝛehended 
in ſuch Aceount, Tranſmitted to the Auditoz⸗ 
General, to be Charged upon Waſte Lands, 
and fo! that Reaſcen Reſpited as afozeſaid; 
which Certificate, the Auditoz-General _ be 

obliged 
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obliged to give on Demand, to the Perſon re⸗ 
quiring the lame, without Fee oz Reward. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and 
after the time that the ſaid fumms of Fifty thou⸗ 
ſand pounds, and Twenty five thouſand pounds, 
and Twenty one thouſand pounds, and Twenty 
Seaven pounds, Thick ſhillings and Str pence 
half-penny ſhall have ben Levyed and Paid 
unto His Majeſty out of the preſent Aid, oz 
Additional Cuſtom , G:anted unto His Ma⸗ 
jeſty by this preſent Act, that what other o: 
further lumms, ſhall, and may be Levyed and 
Collected, by vertue thereof, ſhall and may be 
paid, and applped to the uſe following: That 
is to ſay. | 

Whereas Sir Audley Mervin, Knight, Pꝛime 
Serjeant to His Ma jeſty King Charles the Se⸗ 
cond, was in his life-time Speaker of the Houſe 
of Commons, in the Parliament which began 
in this Kingdom, in the Pear, One thouſand 
Dir hund:ed and Sirty one, and Continued ſo 
till the Diſolution of the ſaid Parliament, in the 
Pear One thouſand Sir Hundzed and Sixty 
ür; During which time, the ſaio Sir Audley 
Mervin not only ſpent great part of his Fo:tune 
in ſuppo2ting the State and Dignity of that 
Honourable Jmployment, but wholly declined his 
Pzactice at the Bar, Which was very Con⸗ 
fiderable. 

And whereas the laid Houſe ok Commons, 
humbly Addrefſed themſelves to the Govern- 
ment, in bchalf of the ſaid Sir Audicy Mervin, 
fo: the Summ of Sir thouſand pounds, Sterling, 
to be Weſtowed on him, koz his great Services 
done to His Majeſty, and the Engliſh Intereſt 


of this Kingdom, in that Station, of which 
| ſumm 
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ſumm, however, he never received any part, ſo 
as the ſaid Sir Audley Mervin, was fo:ced to 
Charge his Real Eſtate with great ſumms 
of Money, fo2 Poztions and otherwiſe, and the 
ſame hath been and ſtill is greatly Incum⸗ 
bred with Debts : That the ſumms that ſhall 
be Levyed, as afo2eſaid, after the payment of 
the laid ſumms of Fifty thouſand pounds, 
Twenty five thouſand pounds, and Twenty 
one thouſand, Twenty ſeaven pounds, Three 
ſhillings, Sir pence half-penny, be applyed and 
paid as followeth, viz. Three thouſand pounds 
thereof to Audley Mervin, Eſquire, eldeſt Son 
of Henry Mervin, Eſquire, Son and Heir of 
the ſaid Sir Audley Mervin, and the other Three 
thouſand pounds to be equally divided be- 
twean Hugh Mervin, and George Mervin,Eſquires, 
younger Sons of the ſaid Dir Audley Mervin, 
And alſo, that after the payment of the ſaid 
ſumm of Sir thouſand pounds, that the further 
ſumm of Six hundzed pounds $+erling, ſhall, and 
may be Levyed, Collected and Paid, over out 
of the ſaid Aid, oz Additional Cuſtom, oꝛ Duties, 
unto Richard Warburton of Garryhioch, in the 
Queens-County, Eſquire, being a ſumm due 
to the ſaid Richard Warburton, foz Services by 
the ſaid Kichard Warburton perfo:med, during 
the laid Parliament, which began in this King- 
dom in the Pear of Pur Loꝛd God, One thou- 
fand Dir hundzed Sirty and one.
